Bids Countrymen to 


Give Ling Up. 


ISSUES FORMAL ORDER 


Elsie Sigel’s Murderer Under 


Official Ban. 


DETAILS OF 
SORDID CRIME 


Roommate ot Fugitive Tells How 


Shocking Deed Was Done. 


Washington, Ju ne 23.—Minister Wu 
has appealed to his cou ntry men in 
this city to aid in the captu re of Leon 
Ling b y a poster in Chinese charac­ 
ters. 
It reads as follows: 
“All Chinamen are b idden to giv e 
no su ccor to Leon Ling, and to direct 
their b est efforts to b ringing him to 
ju stice as an u nworthy man who has 
b rou ght disgrace u pon his cou ntry ­ 
men in America.” 


CHINESE CONFESSES 


Chung 
Sin 
Comes 
Through 
Under 


Pressure of “Third Degree." 
New York, Ju ne 23.—Baited and in­ 
timidated b y detectiv es, threatened 
with prosecu tion and confu sed with 
rapid-fire qu estions, Chu ng Sin, once 
roommate of Leon Ling, told of Elsie 
Sigel’s mu rder. 
Under the terrific 
pressu re of the “third degree,” the 
little Chinaman admitted that he had 
seen the b ody in Leon Ling’s room, 
that he had tou ched it while it 
was 
still warm, that he had smelled dru gs 
and had watched Leon Ling’s prep­ 
arations for placing the b ody in the 
trunk where it was fou nd horrib ly 
ieco mpo sed last Friday night. 
Chung Sin, in fact, if what was 
learned at the criminal cou rts b u ild­ 
ing la co rrect, describ ed almo st ev ery ­ 
thing concerning the 
murder o f MaJ . 
Gen. Franz Sigel’s granddaughter ex ­ 
cept the actu al co mmissio n o f the 
crime. He denied any implicatio n in 
it and protested sto utly that he was 
Igno rant o f the whereabo uts o f Ling, 
the suppo sed murderer. After the in­ 
quisitio n he was taken befo re Co ro - 
nsr Harburger and held in $10,000 
bail in the ho use o f detentio n to await 
the inquest. 


Given the Third Degree. 
Chu ng Sin, is thirty -fiv e y ears old 
| and a nativ e of Canton. 
He was ar- 
| rested at West Galway , N. Y., a small 
hamlet near Amsterdam, 
and was 
b rou ght to New York. Immediately 
after his arrest u p-state and all du r­ 
ing the trip b y train to this city he 
was plied with qu estions, b u llied, per- 


j maded and entangled in a mass of 
i lignificant qu estions. It was not u ntil 
llast ev ening, howev er, that his spirit 
was su fficiently b roken or su fficient 
’indu cements were offered, as the case 
hnay b e, for him to cast aside his air 
i of stolidness and tell of the death of 
the y ou ng missionary . Then, smoking 
cigarette after cigarette to qu iet his 
aerv es, the Chinaman told b rokenly 
b u t with b ru tal b lu ntness of the girl’s 
leath. 
He was su rrou nded at the 
iime in the office of Assistant District 
Attorney Ward b y detectiv es from 
police headq u arters, who prev iou sly 
b ad pu t him throu gh a grilling. 
Mr. 
Ward and District Attorney Jerome 
Uso were present, and from what can 
b e learned it was Mr. Jerome himself 
who finally 
drew 
the story from 
Chu ng Sin’s lips. 
He was told that 
Leo n Ling had b een captu red and had 
aid the b lame u pon his (Chu ng Sin’s) 
shou lders. 
This, together with the 
persistent hammering at the prisoner, 
b rou ght the confession. It was made 
partly in English and partly In Chi- 
aese, for there was an interpreter 
present, and 
was 
taken down b y 
stenographers. 
No statement of the 
fist of his remarks was made pu b lic, 
b u t the more salient facts of the con­ 
fession soon b ecame known ab ou t the 
b u ilding. 
Elsie Was Choked to Death. 
From the man’s story it is apparent 
that Elsie Sigel first was dru gged 
with chloroform and then choked to 
leath. 
She was killed apparently on 
the night of Ju ne 9, althou gh Chu ng 
Sin appeared a little mix ed in his 
dates. Bu t he say s that early in the 
morning of Ju ne 10 he heard a 
Itrange noise In Leon’s room, adjoin­ 
ing his, and looking ov er the transom 
sawr the girl ly ing on the b ed with a 
I b loody towel ov er mou th. He passed 
j throu gh the room, he said, to go ou t 
| to wash his hands and as he did so 
felt of the b ody , which was still warm. 
After he went down to the chop su ev 
restau rant b elow, b e retu rned to the 
room. Leon in the meantime had cov ­ 
ered the b ody with a b lanket u p to 
the chin and had pu lled a tru nk to 
the middle of the floor. 
The tru nk 
Leon was calmly empty ing prepara­ 
tory to placing the b ody therein. The 
rope with which the b ody was b ou nd 
was ly ing on the floor at the time, ac­ 
cording to Chu ng Sin. Once again he 
went downstairs, 
said 
Chu ng Sin, 
w'here he remained u ntil Leon called 
him. When he entered the room the 
bo dy was not v isible, hav ing b een 
b ou nd with the rope and placed in 
the trunk. 


Said She Bit Her Tongue. 
At this po int o f the story the China, 
man was asked sav agely if he had no t 
assisted in putting the bo dy in the 
trunk. Chung Sin started perceptibly , 
but said that he had had no hand 
in 
it. 
“ I didn’t see her no mo re,” said 
Chung Sin, “ and when I asked Leo n 
ho w she died, he said she had bitten 
her to ngue and bled to death." 
Leo n to ld him, Chung Sin added, 
that he was go ing to send the trunk 
to J ersey City , thence to Euro pe. As 
a matter o f fact it lay unto uched in 
the stuffy little ro o m until Sun Leung, 
pro prieto r o f the restaurant belo w, 


noticed the odor ab ou t tne b u ildin 
and su mmoned the police. 
Until Chu ng Sin’s complete accou nt 
is made pu b lic it will not b e ex ­ 
plained why he saw the dead girl and 
the preparations for the remov al of 
the b ody writh su ch apparent u ncon­ 
cern at that time. 
Also, despite re­ 
peated interrogations, he declined to 
say ju st w’hat happened in the room 
when the girl was mu rdered. He ad­ 
mitted hav ing heard a scu ffle in the 
room du ring the night, and told of 
Elsie hav ing arriv ed on the prev iou s 
afternoon, the day when she disap­ 
peared from her heme. 
“Did Leon 
take her there, or did she go of her 
own accord?” he was asked. 
“She went there alone?” 
“Was she in lov e with Leon or Leon 
in lov e with her?” was another qu es­ 
tion. 
At this Chu ng Sin relapsed 
into silence and then only smiled and 
shook his head. 
He indicated, how­ 
ev er, that the girl had sou ght ou t the 
Chinaman. 


CHINESE BIDDEN TO 
GIVE UP LEON LING 


Powerful Oriental Society to 


Aid 
Justice. 


Indianapolis, Ju ne 23.—Indianapolis 
has b ecome one of the centerst. of 
wTork in the Inv estigation of the mu r­ 
der of Elsie Sigel, the New York mis­ 
sionary worker, who was killed b y 
Chinese and whose dead b ody was 
fou nd in a tru nk in a room adjoining 
a chop su ey restau rant b u ilding. 
The search for Leon Ling, the su p­ 
posed mu rderer of the girl, has b een 
taken u p b y the Hong Soon Tong, a 
secret 
society 
that is 
commonly 
known among -the English-speaking 
people as the Chinese Masons. 
Chin Gu m Sing, known in Indiana­ 
polis as E. Lu ng, a North Delaware 
street lau ndry man and merchant, is 
at the head of the society in America, 
and he is perhaps the b est known Chi­ 
nese among his own cou ntry men in 
America. It is estimated that 90 per 
cent of the Chinese in America b e­ 
long to the Hong Soon Tong, and the 
officers said that Leon Ling wrou ld 
su rely b e captu red with their assist­ 
ance. 
Ev en if he escapes to China 
or some other section of the world, 
sooner or later he will b e tu rned u p 
b y the memb ers of the society . 
An 
official edict of the order has b een 
sent ou t b y mail to other officers of 
the society ab ou t the cou ntry . 
E. 
Lu ng said the atrociou s crime was a 
b lot on the u su al peacefu l character 
of the y ellow man and that it was 
u p to the Chinese of the cou ntry to 
clear u p the mu rder and b ring the 
gu ilty ones to ju stice. 
Ev en if It is- 
fou nd that Leon Ling, or any other 
Chinese shown to b e the mu rderer, is 
a memb er of the society he will b e 
su rrendered to the police if he is 
cau ght. 
The Chinese b eliev e that it 
is not improb ab le that Leon Ling will 
b e fou nd in this part of the cou ntry . 
Many 
of 
the 
fu gitiv e’s 
relativ es, 
known u nder the 
family name of 
Ling, liv e in Day ton, O., and v icinity , 
while others are scattered ov er Indi­ 
ana. They said the fu gitiv e prob ab ly 
wou ld stop and ask to b e kept in hid­ 
ing at the homes of some of his rela­ 
tiv es.

“gu ilty ” instead of “not gu ilty .” 
The prisoner, who was cau ght at 
the v ery door of the cou rtroom, b e­ 
liev ing himself free, was Frank O’Don­ 
nell, accu sed of rob b ing a citizen at 
the point of a rev olv er. 
When the 
clerk read “not gu ilty ” O’Donnell 
ju mped 
from 
his 
seat, 
ex citedly 
lau ghing and 
wru ng his 
lawy er’s 
hand. The accu sed man started from 
the room with his head in the air, his 
ey es sparkling. 
When the mistake 
w as discov ered O’Donnell wTas b rou ght 
b ack. His head sank on his chest as 
the real v erdict wras deliv ered: 
“Gu ilty and condemned to serv e 
the term of his natu ral life in prison.” 


SURROUNDED IN SWAMP 


Georgia Mob Is After Negro Who Shot 


a White Family. 
Du b lin, Ga., Ju ne 23.—Enraged b e­ 
cau se he had b een discharged, Rob ert 
Jenkins, a negro, shot and killed 
George Howell, a wealthy planter, fa­ 
tally wou nded Mrs. Howell and then 
shot at their y ou ng son. The Howells 
W’ere in the front y ard of their home 
when the negro approached. Withou t 
say ing a word he emptied one b arrel 
of a shotgu n into Howell, killing him 
instantly . Mrs. Howell tu rned to ru n, 
b u t was shot dowm, falling on her hu s­ 
b and’s b ody . 
The negro fled and |s now b eing 
chased b y hu ndreds of citizens with 
b loodhou nds.

Elaborate Preparations For Cele­ 
brating Famous Section’s History. 
President Taft and Several Dis­ 
tinguished Men to Attend.

HE centenaries in this y ear of 
y ears are so thick it is hard to 
keep track of them. Not only 
notable births and deaths are 
commemorated, but discoveries and 
even inventions. Now it is the tercen­ 
tenary of the discovery of Lake Cham­ 
plain, and a little later it will be the 
like anniversary of the discovery of 
the Hudson river, coupled with which 
will be the centenary of Fulton’s first 
steamboat and its memorable trip on 
the same river. 
The discovery of Lake Champlain oc­ 
curred on July 4—prophetic day !—in 
the y ear 1G09. 
The discoverer was 
Samuel de Champlain, a Frenchman 
who had founded the city of Quebec 
the previous y ear. These facts are stat­ 
ed not in an effort to compete with the 
school historians, but only because 
they furnish the reason for the cele­ 
bration. Lake Champlain is rich not 
only in beautiful scenery —mountains 
on both sides, rugged shores and 
abrupt islands—but in historical asso­ 
ciations. As the gateway to Canada 
it 
became 
a 
battleground 
of 
the 
French and English in their early 
struggles to control the continent and 
later between the Americans and the 
English in the Revolution and the war 
of 18 12. 
The celebration is meant to cover all 
of this. It is not a memorial of tiie 
discovery alone, but of the great events 
that have occurred since the discov­ 
ery . It includes Ethan Allen and Ticon- 
deroga, Benedict Arnold and his sunk­ 
en ships, Macdonough and his inspirit­ 
ing victory . It is to be a panorama of 
three centuries. It carries the behold­ 
er from savagery to twentieth cen­ 
tury civilization, from the virgin wil­ 
derness to the narked estates and the 


y ou should read Champlain’s narrative. 
Perhaps y ou have already perused it 
in y our school histories. 
At any rate, 
it is a fearful and wonderful tale, and 
were it for the fact that Champlain dis­ 
covered that lake and that he stands 
so high in other way s he would lay 
himself open to the charge of try ing 
to rival Munchausen. 
According to 
his thrilling account, he loaded that 
blunderbuss with a lot of bullets and 
at the first shot killed—oh, I don’t 
know how many chiefs, but it was 
either three or four. 
The Iroq uois were naturally stupe­ 
fied by this new kind of boom-firo 
weapon 
that 
slaughtered all 
their 
chiefs at one bang—as much surprised, 
no doubt, as are those African animals 
at the shooting of Bwana Tumbo—and 
after one of Champlain’s companions 
had also let off hi3 gun the noble red 
man ignobly turned tail and broke 
down the brush in his mad stampede. 
It was a glorious victory for the Al- 
gonq uins, but not for the French, as 
after events went to prove. The pow­ 
erful Iroq uois never forgot that day , 
and their hatred for the French en­ 
dured forever. They became allies of 
the English and assisted materially In 
keeping the French from capturing 
what is now New York and portions 
of New England and eventually aided 
the British in their struggle with the 
French for control of the continent. 
On that eventful trip Champlain not 
only discovered a lake for which he 
was not looking, but set in motion 
causes that changed the current of 
history . mThe unconscious agents have 
done more in writing the annals of the 
human race than those who planned 
their own way carefully beforehand. 
When Julius Caesar whipped “all Gaul 
that is divided into three parts” he

great summer hotels now seen on 
Champlain’s shores, from the trail 
through the forest to the railroad, 
from the Indian's bircli canoe to the 
ocean liner and the aeroplane, three 
centuries in time and thirty centuries 
in 
accomplishment—ay e, more than 
thirty centuries measured by the rate 
of progress prior to 1009! For one I 
cannot get over the marvel of living in 
the present day . Every time I ex plore 
history I feel like patting my self on 
the back f r having had the good 
sense to be born when 1 was. Possibly 
the citizen 
< t the twenty -first century 
may feel the same way about it. but 
I cannot aUord t ; borrow trouble from 
his prospective superiority . 


Three Hundred Yea rs Ago. 
When Champlain discovered the lake 
that bears his name. Shakespeare—or 
was it Bacon?—was writing play s and 
Oliver Cromwell was a boy of ten 
paddling around in the fen country 
about‘Huntingdon. all of which leads 
us to wonder if we have the old times 
beaten so badly after all. 
Notwith­ 
standing our sky scrapers, twentieth 
century fliers, Mauretanias and air­ 
ships, we are rather short just now of 
Shakespeares and Cromwells. It is like 
Tenny son’s line: 
But the individual withers, and the mass 
is more and more. 
Certainly the mass is more in our 
day —more in intelligence, in initiative, 
in happiness and in efficiency ! As for 
the individual, perhaps his genius finds 
some other outlet than poetry and Pu­ 
ritan revolt, seeking its vent in science, 
invention and sociology . We still have 
our Haeckels. Tolstoy s and Edisons. 
Champlain was not ex actly looking 
for lakes when he discovered the one 
that has set his fame afloat down the 
ages. Rather he had agreed with some 
Algonq uin Indians to go with them 
and shoot a few muzzle loading buck­ 
shot into the frames of their hated 
foes, the Iroq uois. The Iroq uois had 
been visiting the Algonq uins with in­ 
glorious defeat for so long that the 
Canadian redskins hailed Champlain 
and his my sterious gun as agents sent 
by the Great Spirit to help his children 
get even with their enemies. And did 
they Improve the opportunity ? Wei!, 


| did not know that he was carry ing clvi 
j lization to a clime that would outdis- 
| tance Rome. Nor did Christopher Co­ 
lumbus ex pect to find a new continent 
when he bumped into one of the is­ 
lands of the West Indies. 


The President to Attend. 
/We can forgive Champlain for his in­ 
advertent aid to English ascendency in 
North America and can even forgive 
him for that story about killing so 
many chiefs at one shot. He discov­ 
ered our lake, and, even if he did not 
do it intentionally , his is the honor. 
So we are to hold a weék’s celebration 
in his name and are to erect to him a 
heroic statue on the face of a great 
lighthouse, which will be placed on 
Isle Lamotte. where he first landed. 
It would do his old French soul good 
to know just what a lot of fuss we 
are making about him nearly 300 
y ears after he is dead. 
There will 
be 
presidents, 
governors, 
governor 
generals, prime ministers, cardinals, 
bishops, poets, orators and all kinds of 
great men lifting his name to the skies. 
Greatest glory of all, the New York 
legislature will attend in a body . If 
Champlain could only know that, he 
would certainly be overwhelmed by 
his posthumous splendor. It is much 
for a mere mortal to have a president 
of the United States and a governor 
general of Canada do honor to his 
ashes, but to have the New York legis­ 
lature journey in a body to his shrine— 
surely that is the acme of fame! Who­ 
ever thought of that dazzling and un­ 
paralleled feature should have lived in 
the day s of Fhineas T. Barnum, the 
only man capable of rating such genius 
as it deserves. 
Nor are these the only honors that 
will be paid to the discoverer, although 
no other single feature can be q uite so 
transcendent and refulgent as that of 
the attendance of the New York legis­ 
lature. At Plattsburg, N. Y., Senator 
Elihu Root will be the orator and 
Professor Henry van Dy ke the poet 
of the day , while across the lake at 
Burlington, Vt., Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
the premier of Canada, will deliver the 
oration and Bliss Carman, the Cana­ 
dian poet, will give the poem.
